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in relation to the Delhi Improvement Trust, it covers land, only and nob 
buildings belonging to that body. The Delhi Improvement Trust owns 
a number of premises and it is experiencing considerable difficulties in 
both evicting the unauthorised occupants and recovering the arrears of 
rent and damages in respect of such premises. It is, therefore, proposed 
in this Bill to amend the definition of the term "Government premises'’ 
so as to cover the premises belonging to the Delhi Improvement Trust 
also. Opportunity has also been taken to substitute the expression 
“public premises" for "Government premises" as the latter term is not 
appropriate in relation to local authorities or the Improvement Trust.
